DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or reasonably suggest an external defibrillator having an enclosure 
containing defibrillation electronics and enclosed volume accessible by a slot adapted to 
hold at least a portion of an electrode pad portion containing electrode pads, the 
electrode pad portion being part of an electrode pad assembly, at least a portion of the 
electrode pad portion being positionable in the enclosed volume through the slot and 
removable from the enclosed volume through the slot, the electrode pad assembly 
further having including an electrical cable and an electrical connector, the electrical 
cable extending from the electrode pads and out through the electrode pad portion to an 
the electrical connector, the electrical connector located outside the electrode pad 
portion and being connected or connectable, while at least part of the electrode pad 
assembly is positioned in the enclosed volume or slot, in combination with the other 
elements in the claims.
